Two  He-Styled  Results 


Remove  mirror  and  frame  down  to 
top  of  dresser.  Cut  off  apron  along 
bottom  front.  Cut  legs  flush  with 
bottom.  Remove  old  drawer  pulls. 
Plane  and  quarter  round  top  flush 
with  front  and  sides.  Repair  where 
necessary  (Drawers,  etc.) 


Remove  top  in  two  pieces,  and 
apron  under  top  (also  two  pieces). 
Remove  all  screws  and  bolts  from 
apron.  Fill  in  these  holes  with  putty 
or  plastic  wood.  Sandpaper  and 
smooth  thoroughly.  (Save  center  leg 
and  4  feet.)  Use  old  cheese  box  for 
flower  box. 


RESULT  1.  Use  old  croquet  balls 
for  feet.  Attach  3"  from  front  and 
sides.  Attcch  new  drawer  pulls.  Fill 
holes,  sandpaper  and  enamel. 

RESULT  2.  Attach  recessed  base  3" 
in  from  bottom  (3  boards,  33/4*' 
wide).  Attach  new  drawer  pulls. 
Fill  holes,  sandpaper  and  enamel. 


RESULT  I.  Cut  holes  in  half  of  top. 
Use  2"  pole  or  pipe  for  legs.  At- 
tach legs  with  small  angle  cleats 
Then  attach  whole  to  wall  with 
more  cleats. 

RESULT  2.  Screw  top  pieces  to- 
gether, with  thin  boards  under 
joint.  Attach  one  piece  of  half- 
round  apron  for  each  leg.  Cut  down 
to  desired  height.

Remove  drawer  pulls 
and  any  applied  ornament  on 
front.  Use  carborundum  or  emery 
stone  to  smooth  mirror  edges. 


RESULT  I.  Attach  recess-base  on 
both  end  cabinets,  join  end  cabi- 
nets with  3  boards  in  center.  Use 
small  angle  cleats.  Apply  new 
drawer  pulls.  Affix  mirror  TO  WALL. 
RESULT  2.  Use  one  cabinet.  Attach 
recess  base  (3  boards  front  and  2 
sides).  Attach  2  boards  on  one  side 
with  3"  round  leg  for  support. 
Place  mirror  ON  WALL.

Remove  all  drawer  pulls  and  key- 
hole mounts.  Cut  off  feet  and  front 
bottom  apron  Hush  with  bottom. 
Remove  top  back  rail.  Plane  and 
quarter-round  top  edges  flush  with 
front  and  sides  —  sandpaper  and 
putty. 


RESULT  1.  Add  recessed  base  (3 
boards,  33/4"  wide)  front  and  side. 
Apply  new  hardware. 
RESULT  2.  Apply  old  croquet  balls 
for  feet,  31/2"  in  from  front  and 
sides.  Build  in  side  boards,  quarter- 
round  shelves  as  shown.  Apply 
new  hardware. 


LEFT:  Mirrolac  Enamel,  Ital- 
ian Pink.  Trimmed  in  To- 
bacco Brown. 

RIGHT:  Mirrolac  Enamel, 
French  Gray  and  Chinese

Use  springs  and  mattresses  for  Re- 
sult 1.  For  result  2,  cut  off  all  pro- 
jection above  top  cross  members  in 
bed  frame. 


RESULT  1.  Build  4-beard  recess 
base  4"  high.  Nail  3  or  4  boards  to 
top  of  base  (floor  fashion)  to  re- 
ceive bed  spring.  Drape  bed  with 
covers. 

RESULT  2.  Make  slip-covers  for 
head  and  foot  supports  of  bed.  Use 
fluff-edging  for  decoration.  Drape 
as  shown. 


LTD 
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Remove  all  hinges  and  catches.  Cut 
blind  to  desired  size,  moving  base 
rail  up  or  head  rail  down.  (Use 
same  head  or  base  rail.)  Plane 
sides  smooth.  Remove  paint,  or 
sandpaper  well. 


RESULT  1-  For  cupboard  doors, 
hinge  blinds  on  edges  into  open- 
ings. Apply  pulls  and  catches. 

RESULT  2.  Hinge  desired  number  of 
blinds  together,  placing  hinges  on 
edges.  Hinge  to  fold  accordion- 
fashion. 
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LEFT:  This  color  is  in  the 
material  used  for  drape  and 
spread. 

RIGHT:  Base,  Mirrolac  En- 
amel, Black.  Other  colors  in 
material  used  for  spread. 


LEFT:  Mirrolac  Enamel,  Mitis 
Green. 

RIGHT:  Mirrolac  Enamel , 
Azure.  Trimmed  in  White. 


Remove  pipe  frames  with  hack  saw 
(make  sure  all  thin  rods  are  the 
same  size.  Heat  thin  rods  and  they 
will  bend  easily.  Build  flower  box 
out  of  boards  and  half  round  edg- 
ing. Make  seat  from  old  foot  stool 
or  seat. 


RESULT  1.  Cut  rods  to  size  and 
bend  feet.  Drill  holes  %"  deep  in 
box  bottom  to  receive  rods.  Bind 
tightly  with  thin  wire  where  rods 
cross. 

RESULT  2.  Cut  rods  and  bend  as 
shown.  Upholster  seat  high,  with 
wood  near  cloth  on  edges.  Drill 
holes  in  rods,  and  screw  to  seat. 
Drill  holes  halfway  for  bottom 
stretcher-supports  with  screws  in 
side-ways  to  hold  snug.  


LEFT:  Mirrolac  Enamel,  Hol- 
land Blue  and  White.

Two  Re-Styled  Results 


Remove  mirror  and  frame  ilush  with 
top.  Plane  and  quarter-round  top 
edges,  ilush  io  side  and  front.  Cut 
off  front  aprons  and  legs  flush  to 
bottom.  Remove  old  drawer  pulls. 


RESULT  1.  Build  2  low  cabinets. 
Affix  under  drawers  on  ends.  Apply 
recess  base  to  end  cabinets.  Attach 
new  drawer  pulls. 

RESULT  2.  Build  wing  ends  (3 
boards  each)  round  front  of  wing 
boards.  Support  with  1"  pipe.  Build 
recess  base  frame,  faced  with  Vs" 
masonite.  Apply  new  drawer  pulls. 


LEFT:  Mirrolac  Enamel, 
White.  Trimmed  in  Chinese 
Red. 

RIGHT:  Mirrolac  Enamel, 
Jade.  Trimmed  in  Black. 


Remove  back  board  and  center 
(slats).  Cut  off  stretcher  supports 
on  bottom.  Nail  4"  wide  boards 
along  top  sides  and  front  (as 
shown)  for  stronger  leg  supports 
and  to  build  out  seat  appearance. 


RESULT  1.  Cut  Vs"  plywood  round 
back  and  upholster.  Cover  seat  with 
old  quilting  and  upholster,  tacking 
cloth  under,  Attach  back  to  rear  of 
uprights. 

RESULT  2.  Fasten  top-rail  to  up- 
right. Then  fasten  squared  frets 
(use  dowling).  Seat:  Same  as  Re- 
sult 1. 


LEFT:  Mirrolac  Enamel,  Chi- 
nese Red.  Upholstery,  Red. 
Brown  and  White. 

RIGHT:  Mirrolac  Enamel, 
Honey.  Upholstery.  White 
and  Yellow. 


Use  drawers  taken  from  old  chests, 
cupboards,  highboys,  etc.  If  square 
front  drawers  are  desired,  cut  large 
drawer  into  sections  and  attach 
new  sides  to  inner  sections. 


RESULT  1.  Use  %"  plywood  for  top 
and  sides.  Drawer  runners  front, 
sides,  back,  made  of  furring  strips. 
Bottom  support  is  2  boards, — re- 
cessed base  33,4"  high  in  center. 

RESULT  2.  Make  case  for  each 
drawer  separately  from  plywood 
top  and  board  sides.  Runner  feet 
act  also  as  drawer  slides. 


LEFT:  Mirrolac  Honey.  Trim- 
med in  Tobacco  Brown. 

RIGHT:  Mirrolac  Holland 
Blue  and  White.  Trimmed  in 
Orange. 


Remove  top  and  foot  board.  Cut 
top  to  same  size  as  footboard.  Re- 
move legs  and  drawers.  For  flower 
table  cut  legs  down  to  desired  size. 


RESULT  1.  Nail  4  boards  to  top 
edge  and  drill  holes  for  wire  guard, 
cut  from  low  garden  fencing.  Cut 
holes  in  foot  board  for  legs.  Hang 
one  drawer  in  center  bottom. 

RESULT  2.  Build  an  end  cabinet  for 
3  drawers,  another  for  1.  Place  1 
drawer  cabinet  between  the  two 
tops  and  fit  in  two  legs  as  shown. 
Affix  to  3-drawer  cabinet. 


LEFT:  Mirrolac  Enamel.  Wis- 
teria. Trimmed  in  Hunter 
Green. 

RIGHT:  Mirrolac  Enamel, 
Cream.  Trimmed  in  Nickel 
Gray. 


Detach  and  cut  in  half.  Remove  the 
curved  legs  and  cut  drawer  down 
to  desired  size  and  shape. 


RESULT  1.  Make  double  top  from 
plywood.  Build  drawer  into  cen- 
ter between  wings,  supported  by 
croquet  balls.  The  whole  is  cleated 
to  wall  from  under  sides,  with 
table  leg  fastened  to  wall  and  bot- 
tom of  wings. 

RESULT  2.  Fasten  table-leg  to  wall. 
Fasten  half-round  top  to  leg  and 
cleat  to  wall.

•      OUTSIDE  THE  HOUSE  • 

SHINGLES 

Paint:  Devoe  (2-Coat  System)  House  Paint  on  new 
shingles,  or  1  coat  over  previously  painted  shingles  in 
good  condition.  Repainting  shingles  in  poor  condition 
usually  requires  2  coats. 

Stain:  Devoe  Shingle  Stain  (no  creosote)  is  prescribed. 
New  shingles — dip  for  1st  coat,  brush  on  2nd  coat.  Ex- 
pect slight  darkening  effect  when  any  stain  is  used  over 
previously  stained  shingles.  Lighter-colored  stains  should 
not  be  used  over  surfaces  previously  darker  stained. 

CLAPBOARD 

New:  Devoe  (2-Coat  System)  House  Paint.  Have  con- 
tractor check  carefully  against  moisture  penetration 
around  windows,  doors,  gables,  dormers.  Ideal  painting 
weather  (north)  April  1 — November  1;  (south)  March  1 — 
December  1.  Ideal  temperature:  70  degrees.  Ideal 
weather  conditions:  during  and  preceded  by  dry  spell. 

Repaint:  1  coat  (TOPCOAT)  Devoe  House  Paint  on 
painted  surface  in  good  condition;  regular  2-Coat  Sys- 
tem on  surface  in  poor  condition.  Have  house  checked 
lor  "moisture  spots,"  etc.  No  paint  will  stay  on  if  rain 
or  moisture  in  the  house  gets  under  paint.  Sun  draws 
moisture  through  and  paint  with  it,  causing  blisters , 
peeling,  etc.  This  can  be  avoided. 

BRICK  OR  STUCCO 

New:  Many  painting  contractors  use  Bay  State  Brick 
and  Cement  Coating,  2  coats.  First  coat,  equal  parts 
Hongkong  Spar  Varnish  and  Bay  State  Coating.  Second 
coat,  as  is  in  can.  Painting  brick  or  stucco  is  definite 
economy;  makes  house  cooler  in  summer,  warmer  in 
winter. 

Repaint:  1  or  2  coats  Bay  State  Brick  &  Cement  Coat- 
ing depending  upon  condition  of  painted  surface.  Wire- 
brush  loose  paint,  etc.

Devoe  Trim  &  Trellis  synthetic  colors  or  Devoe  (2-Coat) 
House  Paint  as  directed  on  label.  Two  coats  on  new 
wood  and  over  previously-painted  surfaces.  1-coat  re- 
paint work  advised  only  over  well-sanded  surface  in 
unusually  good  condition. 

ROOF 

Waterproofing:  Devoe  Black  Roof  Paini  or  Devoe  As- 
bestos Roof  Coating  (Liquid  Form)  1  or  2  coats  depend- 
ing upon  seriousness  of  condition.  Comes  in  black  only. 
Dependable  under  average  conditions;  no  substitute  it 
new  roof  is  needed. 

PORCH  FLOORS 

New:  1st  coat  Devoe  House  Paint  Undercoat;  then  1  or 
2  coats  Devoe  Floor  &  Deck  Enamel. 

Repaint:   1  or  2  coats ,  Devoe  Floor  &  Deck  Enamel. 


PRinTinG 

SCREENS.  GUTTERS.  ETC. 

To  prevent  staining  by  copper  gutters,  etc.,  painter 
will  use  either  Devoe  (2-Coat  System)  House  Paint,  color 
desired,  or  1  coat  Devoe  Hongkong  Spar  Varnish  (for 
clear  finish)  on  gutters  and  downspouts.  For  screens, 
painters  use  Devoe  Clear  Copper  Screen  Coating  or 
Hongkong  Spar  Varnish  thinned  liberally  with  turpen- 
tine, 1  coat,  applied  in  spring.

CELLAR 

Concrete  Floor:  New  concrete  must  be  thoroughly  dry. 
1st  coat,  a  neutralizing  treatment  against  alkaline  salts 
in  concrete,  using  zinc  sulphate.  Next_,  2  or  3  coats  of 
Devoe  Floor  &  Deck  Enamel.  If  floor  is  not  waterproof 
and  water  comes  through,  ask  contractor  or  dealer  about 
special  waterproofing  paints  or  re-surfacing  methods. 

Walls:  Bay  State  Brick  &  Cement  Coating,  2  coats  or, 
1st  coat  Devoe  6-C  Limeproof  Primer  and  2  coats  Velour 
Finish,  Flat,  Gloss  or  Semi-Gloss.  For  waterproofing,  see 
note  on  "CONCRETE  FLOOR"  above.  For  repainting 
over  whitewash,  etc.,  ask  your  Devoe  Dealer. 

Woodwork:  Devoe  Velour  Finish,  Gloss  or  Semi-Gloss, 
using  special  Velour  Undercoat  followed  by  1  or  2  coats 
Velour  Finish. 

Metal  Surfaces:  For  rusting  steel  beams  or  ordinary 
ironwork,  1  coat  Devoe  Rust  Inhibitive  Primer,  followed 
by  2  coats  Devoe  Velour  Finish  or  Mirrolac  Aluminum 
Enamel.  Galvanized  metal  gets  first  a  wash-coat  of 
Devoe  Galvanized  Iron  Preparer,  followed  by  paints 
mentioned  in  previous  sentence. 

FLOORS 

Wood  (new):  For  these  various  types  of  finishes,  the 
following  products  should  be  used  according  to  Label 
directions: 

Clear  or  Stained  Varnish  Floor:  Devoe  Oil  Stain  and 
Devoe  Marble  Floor  Varnish.  For  refinish  work,  see 
package  label  directions. 

Stained-And-Waxed  Floor:  Devoe  Oil  Stain  or  Devoe 
Floor  Seal  and  Devoe  Paste  Wax.  For  refinish  work,  see 
label  directions. 

Painted  Floor:  Devoe  Floor  &  Deck  Enamel;  2  or  3  coats 
for  new  work — 1  or  2  coats  for  refinish  work. 

Linoleum:  1  coat  of  Devoe  Linoleum  Varnish  from  time 
to  time;  or  application  of  Devoe  Wax,  paste  or  liquid. 

LIVING  ROOM— DINING  ROOM— BEDROOMS 

Walls  and  Ceilings:  (New)  1  coat  6-C  Lime-Resisting 
Undercoat  and  2  coats  of  Devoe  Velour  Finish  Flat, 
according  to  directions  on  the  label.  (Repaint)  1  or  2 
coats  Devoe  Velour  Finish  Flat  according  to  directions  on 
the  label. 

Woodwork:  (New)  Devoe  Flat  White  Undercoat  fol- 
lowed by  2  coats  Velour  Finish  Semi-Gloss  or  2nd  coat 
of  Velour  Finish  Semi-Gloss  and  a  3rd  coat  of  Velour 
Finish  Gloss — according  to  package  directions. 


Repaint:  1  or  2  coats  of  Velour  Finish  according  to 
package  directions. 

KITCHEN 

Walls  and  Ceiling:  (New)  After  plaster  is  thoroughly 
dry,  1  coat  Devoe  Lime-Resisting  Undercoat,  a  2nd  coat 
of  Velour  Finish  Semi-Gloss  and  a  3rd  coat  of  Velour 
Finish  Gloss. 

Repainting:  1  or  2  coats  Velour  Finish  according  to 
package  directions.  Surface  should  be  thoroughly 
washed  to  remove  cooking  grease  accumulations  and 
well  sanded. 

Woodwork:  (See  Woodwork  specifications  under  "LIV- 
ING ROOM,  etc.") 

Near  Stove:  Use  Devoe  Clean-All  about  twice  a  year 
to  wash  away  discoloration  of  wall  paint  adjacent  to 
and  above  cooking  range. 

Furniture:  Mirrolac  Enamel  provides  18  brilliant  colors 
for  attractive  decoration  of  kitchen  tables,  chairs,  stools, 
pot  handles,  gas  or  electric  ranges,  refrigerators,  etc. 
For  new  work,  1st  coat,  Mirrolac  Enamel  Undercoat; 
next  1  coat  Mirrolac  Enamel.  Repainting:  Usually  1  coat 
of  Mirrolac  Enamel  is  enough  after  sanding  surface  well. 

Drainboard:  For  linoleum  drainboard  Devoe  Wax  is 
highly  recommended.  It  makes  drainboard  more  water- 
proof and  resistant  to  scratches,  etc. 

BATHROOM 

Walls,  Ceiling  and  Woodwork:  Like  Kitchen  specifica- 
tions. 

Medicine  Cabinet,  etc.:  1st  coat  Mirrolac  Flat  White 
Undercoat  followed  by  1  coat  Mirrolac  Enamel,  color 
desired.  Repainting,  1  coat  Mirrolac  Enamel,  after  thor- 
ough sanding  of  surface. 


GENERAL  HINTS 

FURNITURE 

Stain  (New):  To  stain  new  unfinished  furniture,  use 
1  coat  Devoe  Oil  Stain,  followed  (if  open-grain  wood)  by 
1  coat  liquid  wood  filler.  Finish  with  1  or  2  coats  ot 
Devoe  Aquaspar  Varnish,  or  Devoe  Shellac  or  Devoe 
Wax  .  .  .  depending  upon  type  of  finish  you  desire. 

Stain  (Refinish):  To  stain  previously  stained  or  painted 
furniture,  old  finish  must  be  completely  taken  off  with 
Devoe  Paint  and  Varnish  Remover.  Neutralize  the  re- 
mover by  a  wash  of  benzine.  Sandpaper  thoroughly  until 
all  old  finish  completely  disappears.  Then  proceed  as 
with  new  wood. 

Faint:  For  glossy  finish,  Mirrolac  Enamel  should  bo 
used.  For  flat  or  semi-gloss  finish,  use  Velour  Flat  or 
Semi-Gloss.  New  wood  requires  1  coat  of  Flat  Whit©. 
Undercoat  followed  by  finish  coat  of  Mirrolac  Enamel  or 
Velour  Finish.  Repaint  work  usually  requires  1  coat  after 
sanding  rough  spots  of  old  finish. 

Painting  Over  Stain:  Old  stained  finish  must  be  thor- 
oughly sanded  and  if  a  dark  stain  like  mahogany,  the 
first  coat  should  be  Devoe  Aluminum  Paint  to  prevent 
old  color  from  bleeding  through  new  finish.  Follow  with 
Devoe  Flat  White  Undercoat  and  finish  coat  of  Mirrolac 
Enamel  or  Velour  Finish.
